How Spirit of Sixty Three has 
been Projected into Mighty 
Struggle To-Day. 


MEMORIAL 
DAY ORATION 


No Edith Cavel Slain at Gettysburg. 


Men of Opposing Armies here could 


be Proud even of their Foes. 


How the spirit, o f Gettysburg has 
been projected into the world war 
across the seas, was vividly pictured 
this afternoon in the Memorial Day 
address by Bishop William F. Mc­ 
Dowell. 
He delivered an oration that 
was filled with the spirit of honor 
for all Americans who fought on either 
side during the Civil War, o f pride in 
this country’s entering the present 
m ighty conflict for principle, and of 
confidence in the ultimate triumph o f 
democracy. 
Bishop McDowell, speak­ 
ing from the rostrum in the Soldiers’ 
National Cemetery, said: 
“Back 
of any 
war, back of 
any 
battle, on the Marne or at Gettysburg, 
are ideas, 
principles, policies, 
the­ 
ories 
of state, 
theories of govern­ 
ment, doctrines of humanity and be­ 
liefs as to freedom 
and democracy. 
So it was here, 
so it is everywhere. 
Battles are 
ideas before they 
are 
fighting. 
Force is first in the heart 
then 
on the field. 
Wars are 
first 
theories of government, of humanity, 
of freedom, 
then cannon, marching 
armies and 
bursting shells. 
In our 
civil war 
two ideas came 
to blows, 
came to their 
climax at this 
spot. 
They were ideas 
before the men of 
l* e marched 
into Pennsylvania 
to 
m eet and break before 
the men of 
Meade. 
They 
were 
irreconcilable 
and hostile ideas. 
“ ‘Over 
there’ two 
idee* are 
in 
deadly 
conflict 
again. 
They 
were 
ideas before the men of Ilindenburg 
met 
the men 
of Foch, Haig 
and 
Pershing; ideas before they began to 
dig trenches, ruin towns, and shake 
the earth with guns and shells. 
You 
men who fought were 
not fighting 
simply for land, 
even for Pennsyl­ 
vania land, but for such ideas as lib­ 
erty and democracy; not that a cer­ 
tain kind of 
flag might float 
over 
these acres but 
that every kind 
of 
man should have 
a man’s chance in 
all the 
land over 
which that 
flag 
floats; not that men should wear blue 
clothes or gray clothes but that men 
of every color and condition should 
in freedom wear 
their own clothes; 
not 
that cotton or 
com or coal or 
C'aesar should be King, but that hu­ 
manity might rule itself in the fear 
and under the blessing of Got!. 
Here 
nationalism fought 
sectionalism and 
did it to death. 
Now the sons of the 
men who here fought are united in 
a battle to grim death against false 
and exaggerated nationalism in favor 
of a true internationalism 
against 
tyranny in favor of humanity. 


“All questions are at bottom ques­ 
tions of humanity. 
All theories of 
political economy, of government, of 
rights are at last 
questions of 
the 
man. 
That was true here in eighteen 
sixty-three, it is true to-day 'around 
the world. 
Neither 
then nor now 
could property, money or trade be the 
final end of government or the high­ 
est achievement of statesm anship. 


Soil and Soul 


“The question then and now is not 
fundamentally what people have but 
what 
they are, 
not a question 
of 
boundaries but of horizons. 
Men and 
nations can win their material world 
and lose their souls. 
Belgium has 
lost its soil but saved its soul. 
Ger­ 
many has won a lot of soil but tom 
its soul into rags, filthy rags at that, 
in order to do it. 
“It was for humanity 
that 
you 
fought here; that there should be no 
property rights 
in human persons, 
then, 
on the cotton 
fields of 
the 
South or even in 
mines or mills or 
armies. 
You fought 
against slave 
labor and child labor, in favor of free 
labor. 
You did not intend that ever 
again should any man, planter, mine- 
owner, millowner, king or Kaiser lie 
able to call any other man his chat­ 
tel and make him work or fight for 
him as he might order. 
You fought 
that every 
man, lowly or exalted, 
ignorant or learned, black or white 
should have his own place in the sun 
of justice, liberty and opportunity. 
“There are always opposing ideals 
and tendencies 
in human life 
and 
tuimau government. They were here, 
they are over there. 
In the upward 
iqovement of life they m eet in strug­ 


gle for 
the supremacy. 
They met 
here, they meet over there, not the 
same forces, not the same ideals, but 
conflicting ideals. Gettysburg thrusts 
itself 
into Europe. 
For the nation 
losess 
its soul when 
it 
surrenders 
without a struggle, or when it makes 
a degrading 
compromise, or 
when 
lower ideals win the higher place in 
its life. 
There is not 
room for two 
conflicting 
principles. 
Lincoln went 
straight to the heart of the matter 
when he said 
the nation could 
not 
live half slave and half free; when 
he reached back into the old litera­ 
ture and drew 
out the everlasting 
picture of the house divided against 
itself. 
It was so then and here, it is 
so now and over there. 
Pacifists Then and Now 
“The world cannot 
live half Hun 
and 
half Christian, 
half barbarous 
and half civilized, 
half savage and 
half human, half pirate and half gen­ 
tleman. 
That is why 
the memory 
of all our fathers cries out to us to­ 
day to see it through at any cost, ^ 
make no degrading compromise, no 
surrender 
of principle 
over there. 
There is no room 
in the world 
for 
Prussian militarism and the ideals of 
peace; no room for devil and decency; 
no room for 
the father of lies 
and 
the man of truth. 
If we leave Ger­ 
many victorious or make with her a 
premature peace, we shall only sow 
the dragon’s 
teeth for our children 
to reap the awful crop. 
In those old 
days there were tw o ideals: slavery 
had to T»e destroyed and the union 
had to be preserved. 
The partial de­ 
struction of slavery and the partial 
preservation of the union would not 
answer. 
“Long before Gettysburg both sides 
had paid a big price, both sides were 
war weary. 
I/>ng 
before the 
end 
there was the usual propaganda for a 
patched-up, premature 
peace, based 
on som ething beside victory and un­ 
conditional surrender. 
The foes of 
liberty and 
union were not 
all in 
the Confederate army. 
The deadliest 
foes were those w’ho tried to under­ 
cut the spirit and destroy the morale 
of the union armies 
by subtle sug­ 
gestion. 
Their successors 
are with 
us to-day. 
They 
are in Germany’s 
pay whether they 
know it or 
not 
They 
belong 
to 
Germany’s 
army 
whether 
here or there. 
They 
rock 
the boat, they talk of peace, they be­ 
wail 
slaughter, 
they wring 
their 
hands over extravagance and expense. 
They talk about this not being our 
war. 
You know the breed. 
If any 
are here they ought to Tx* taken over 
to the Lee monument 
or out behind 
the 
Lincoln 
memorial and in 
the 
name of all the men who fought here 
be deprived of their right to live in 
the United States or any other civil­ 
ized 
land. 
They belong 
with 
the 
Hun and the Turk. 
He that 
is not 
with us now is against us now. 
That 
is the voice of this old place on this 
new day.

of tankers from Camp Colt, the pro­ 
cession through the town to the N a­ 
tional Cemetery was distinctively a 
military event. 
A large representa­ 
tion of veterans of the Civil War in 
their regulation blue brought up the 
rear, while the 
Spanish 
American 
War veterans who were present were 
given a place between the soldiers of 
to-day and those of more than half 
a century ago. 
Captain A. J. Hatton, of Camp Colt, 
was marshal of the parade. This was 
a distinct innovation as it has been 
the custom for years to have a civilian 
in charge. 
But the conditions in the 
world to-day gave the military full 
precedence. 
Captain Hatton had as 
his assistant, Lieutenant W. S. Rober­ 
son. 
The parade moved with the band 
leading the Camp Coit battalion, then 
the local organizations, the orator of 
the day and the 
guests, 
the 
Camp 
Colt 
Drum 
Corps, 
and 
finally the 
Grant! Army and other ex-soldiers. 
The school children had 
preceded 
the parade to the cemetery and were 
ready to take their part in the strew­ 
ing of flowers. 
The program was 
much the same as in other years. The 
Grand Army had their ritualistic ser­ 
vice, and then the children and others 
marched over the massive semi-circle, 
dropping flowers as they went. There 
was an unusual abundance of bloom 
this spring, and the ceremony 
was 
specially beautiful. 
After this service was completed, 
the exercises at the rostrum were be­ 
gun. 
Dr. T. C. Biilheimer presided. 
The prayer was offered by Dr. J. A. 
Singm aster, and John D. Keith, Esq. 
read Lincoln’s Gettysburg 
Address. 
The oration was delivered by Bishop 
William F. McDowell, of Washington, 
who was introduced by Dr. R. S.

Many Civil War soldiers in Adams 
County are watching the progress of 
the blanket 
pension bill introduced 
by Senator Smoot, 
guaranteeing to 
every veteran a pension 
of not less 
than $30 a month. 
The measure is 
now in conference. 
The Smoot bill 
amends the general 
pension act of 
May l l , 1912, by 
adding a new sec­ 
tion, as follows: 
“That from and after the passage 
of this amendment, the rate of pen-* 
sion for any person who served ninety 
days or more in the military or naval 
service of the United States during 
the 
civil war, 
now on the roll, 
or 
hereafter to be placed on the roll and 
entitled to receive a less rate than 
hereinafter provided, shall be $30 a 
month. 
“In case such persons have reached 
the age of 75 
years and served six 
months, 
the rate 
shall be $32 
per 
month; one year, $35 per month; one 
and one-half years, $38 
per month; 
two years or over $40 per month. 
“Provided, that this 
nmemlmenif, 
shall not be so 
construed as to re­ 
duce 
any pension 
under any 
act, 
public or private.”

The recent 
great thrust of the German armies 
has given these croakers fresh stimu­ 
lus. 
In their hearts, though they 
know It not, though they deny 
It 
indignantly when so accused, they 
have accepted defeat—they are al­ 
ready whipped. 
Could Germany ask for more than 
the spreading of this unwarranted at­ 
titude of mind? It is the subtlest, the 
most poisonous of all forms of tho 
multifarious German propaganda—the 
killing of faith and hope and deter­ 
mination to win. 
“They shall not 
pass!” said the French at Verdun. 
These souls yay: “They have passed! 
See how the British hnve fallen hack I” 
These are not “quitters” In other 
matters. 
They are not In any sense 
consciously pro-German even In this 
matter. 
They are, however, obsessed 
by the everlasting drip of the German 
Idea of German efficiency. The thing 
to them has become an Imponderable, 
foreseen conclusion. 
It blinds them 
to any vision beyond the actual facts 
of Germany’s military attainments. 
It blinds them to the military attain­ 
ments of the allies. 
The spirit of In­ 
vincibility—the Invincible spirit Is not 
theirs. 
This spirit we need. 
There Is no 
doubt of that. 
The man or the na­ 
tion that goes all the way, that goes 
any part of the way to meet defeat 
Is already beaten. 
Though this spirit 
of pessimism canoe) even he consid­ 
ered as a rift In the lute of the na­ 
tion’s unity of faith and purpose, yet. 
Inasmuch as It exists to any extent, It 
Is to be deplored. 
For the feeling 
will be found always to link Itself 
with other sentiments Insidiously fa­ 
vorable to Germany. There always ac­ 
companies It that stubborn, narrow 
prejudice, so shamefully unworthy of 
na, against England, existing against 
all the evidences of fact and reason 
and gratitude—-the nasty slur 
that 
England dodges her share of the 
fighting, that the English are not 
fighters, that England leaves It to 
France to save the day—so far as It 
Is saved! 
There Is something peculiarly la­ 
mentable In this distorted viewpoint. 
Disastrous though

to 
underrate Germany's prodigious power 
of evil might, It would he fatal to be­ 
lieve It Infallible and invincible. 
Whence cornea this proneness 
to 
trumpet Germany’s success and put 
the soft pedal on our allies' achieve­ 
ments? In every Instance It Is to he 
traced to some of the Interminable 
forms of German propaganda. 
It Is, 
as has already been said. Itself the 
quintessence of German propaganda, 
blown like a fine pollen through the 
air when Its true nature Is the least 
suspected, spread as Is often a con­ 
tagious disease by those unconscious 
of being the medium. 
Against the resolute. Inflexible de­ 
termination 
to 
win, 
backing 
the 
righteous cause In which we are en­ 
listed, Germany will go down In the 
ruin of the monstrous evil that she 
has become. 
But she will not lf th**se 
voices, too many even at the fewest, 
who proclaim thot Germany has al­ 
ready won the war, swell In number 
arid volume. 
That, Indeed, Is the very 
surest way to give the victory to Ger­ 
many, because It Is the surest way to 
undermine and disintegrate the bul­ 
warks of faith and hope. 
Against an 
unfaltering ‘T hey shall not w in!” all 
the power of Germany's strength will 
not avail.

Washington.—The German propa­ 
ganda v.ua never busier In the United 
Stutea than at the present time.

from headquarters in Spain, Working 
day and night to cause trouble In this 
country, but it is also working Just aa 
hard to discredit the government of 
the United States in Mexico and Cen­ 
tral find South America, where there 
bus recently appeared for free distri­ 
bution a book ©untied “Kl Vampire del 
Continent©," the vampire of the conti­ 
nent referred to being this country.

Agents were sent Into every 
country in the world to study the 
people, until the government files In 
Berlin contained complete duta re­ 
garding the peculiar!tl(*s and suscepti­ 
bilities of ail people with whom Ger­ 
many bad reason to antieijoite a 
clash, 
“Up to a few months ago the propa­ 
ganda concentrated against England in 
tin effort to isolate that nation. Every 
neutral country in the world was flood­ 
ed with fnUe information regarding 
England and her purposes in the war. 
“Now the attnek is switching from 
England to the United States. Every 
possible effort to poison the minds of 
the people In certain part* of the coun­ 
try lo being resorted to, the effort be­ 
ing especially vicious in those ports of 
the country where the percentage of 
illiteracy is greatest, and among the 
negroes.

War Expenses Increase Each 
Month and Prices of 
Food Soar. 
Mumms St UNCHECKED 


Menace to Morale ef Nation Seen lf 
Speculators Ara Not Curbed Soon 
—Revelations of Press Cause 
Sensation. 


NEIGHBORS, NOT DOG, MAD

Muncie, Ind.—Muncie policemen for 
several days have been kept on the 
Jump by calla reporting mad dogs. The 
other day Mickey McCabe, station 
man, was sent to kill a brown bulldog 
that was *uld to have “treed" on en­ 
tire neighborhood In the western part 
of the town. McCabe, returning half 
an hour later, made this report: 
“That dog you sent me to see about 
wasn’t mud about anything. 
I talked

nngry! 
He treated me as pleasantly 
as any dog I ever met.

neighbors that were mad, und I didn t 
have any orders to shoot mud neigh­ 
bors."

Rome.—The war la costing Italy 
$149,000,000 a month or, in round 
number*, about $5,000,000 a day, 
In 
estimating the cost of the war the ©x- 
jienditur©" incurred during the ten 
months of Italy’s neutrality for war 
preparations as well as the money 
*|iCut‘dt9ri!ig the 88 months of war up 
to tho end of last February are taken 
Into account. The estimate is only ap­ 
proximate, because besides the money 
factu ally spent for war expenditure 
payments made by the war office and 
tho admiralty for extraordinary ex­ 
penditure due to the war are included 
in the calculation. 
On the other hand the increased ex­ 
penditure and the payments made by 
other government departments during 
the period from August I, 1014, to Feb­ 
ruary 28, 1918, are hot taken into ac­ 
count. 
Only the expenditure of the 
three ministries of war, of the navy 
and of muntlons la added together in 
order to afford an indication of how 
much the war la coating Italy. 
Coat of Warfare Grows. 
The total extending over a period of 
I two years and nine months when db 
1 Tided Into shorter periods reveals that 
war expenditure In increasing. Thus, 
I while during the first quarter of Italy’s 
1 Intervention, from June to August, 
• 1915, $97,400,000 were spent every 
month, during the last quarter, from 
December, 1917, to February, 1918, the 
average monthly expenditure increased 
to $282,000,000, and It Is therefore cal­ 
culated that at present the war la 
costing Italy $10,OOO,Ow) a day. 
So far no serious attempt has been 
made to improve the food situation in 
Italy, which Is gradually getting worse, 
not b o much on account of acute short­ 
age as to disorganized distribution and 
artificial Increase of prices due to the 
speculations of middlemen und to ex­ 


tensive hoarding. 
Sensational revela­ 
tions are being mnde In the local press 
about the profits of middlemen cape- 
cfflfly In Telpedt to animal food. For 
Instance, It has been ascertained that 
the lamb market has been cornered by 
middlemen, who are buying lambs at 
12 cents a pound and selling them to 
retailer* at over $1.00, with the re­ 
sult that th© market prices of lamb 
h|ive risen to almost $2 a pound. 
.Profitaaif Unchecked. 
Strangely NRtwgh no action hrs yet 
liken taken against the denounced mid­ 
dlemen white hoarding is being re- 
i pressed b r a "hplf-heartcd way, despite 
| the fact that a1! the shops and restau­ 
rant* raided agonied convincing proof 
that cheese, jfata and foodstuffs of 
every desijrtpttdn are being hidden and 
sold at fancy prices. 
A few arrests 
have beep made, but the measures ao 
far adopted ffite Inadequate to Improve 
existing conditions. 
As the patience of citizens Is well- 
nigh exhausted, It Is feared that popu­ 
lar dissatisfaction and resentment will 
lead to disorders and thus weaken na­ 
tional resistance at a time when the 
situation is apt to become serious ow­ 
ing to an Impending offensive on the 
Italian front. 
Radical and energetic 
measures are therefore imperative.
